Most  of  ir.urope  l.s  now  in  arms.  .\u»- 
trla-Hu-.ijjary  and  Germany  arc  oppoMd 
by  lluusta.  Prance  and  Great  Britain, 
Servia  and   Monteneffro. 

Italy  has  declared  her  neutrality,  but 
is  mobiliving.  Belgium,  Holland  and 
Netherlands  have  mobilized.  Th«  Ger- 
man demand  that  the  Belgian  Govern- 
ment shall  permit  the  free  passage  of 
German  troops  through  Belgium  was 
answered  by  hasty  preparations  to  re- 
tilHt  such  an  advance  across  Belgian  ter- 
ritory. Sweden  has  made  no  answer  to 
inquiries  from  Kussla  and  Germany  re- 
garding lier  attitude,  but  Is  preparing  to 
defend   her   neutrality. 

Japan  is  making  ready  to  live  up  to 
lier  alliance  with  Gn-iit  Britain  in  case 
of  rertalii  eventualitlea.

iJUl'SSlOKS,  Aug.  4.— ^icrmany  in  her 
note  to  Belgium  declared  that  if  Bel- 
gium adopted  a  hostile  attitude  against 
tlie  German  troops  and,  put  dimcuUlcn 
in  the  way  of  their  advance,  Germany 
would  be  obliged  to  consider  Belgium  an 
enemy.

LONDON,  Aug.  5.— Tho  King  held  a 
private  •ouncU,  sitting  just  before  mid- 
night. A  decree  had  been  prepared, 
wtatlng  that  a  state  of  war  existed  with 
Germany,  should  the  reply  to  EnglfAd'.i 
ultimatum  prove  unsatisfactory.  In- 
stead tlie  Kaiser  ignored  the  ultimatum.

The  German  battle  fleet  is  sweeping 
the  North  Sea.  It  was  admitted  by  the 
Admiralty  last  night  thnt  a  Britlsli  de- 
stroyer, which  located  the  German.s  late 
yesterday,  was  chased  by  a  German 
iiattle  cruiser,  but  managed  to  escape. 
Shots  were  exchanged,  but  bo  damage 
was  dono. 

The  worst  demonst^p-tion  so  far  took 
place  last  night  when  an  ffiormous  mob 
attacked  the  German  embassy.  Stones 
were  thrown  through  the  windows  and 
the  riot  was  Checked  by  the  arrival  of 
the  police.  The  offlocrs  had  to  charge 
the  crowd  repeatedly  before  It  could  b« 
dispersed.  The  atUck  wm  renewed, 
and  mounted  offlcors  rode  do-wn  the 
leaders  of  the  mob.  Troops  have  been 
called  to  defend  the  embassy.

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BRITAIN'S    FLEET   GOES   INTO  ACTION 

LONDON,  Aug.  4. — Britain's  wireless  broke  loose  tonight.  Immediately  after 
midnight  King  George  sent  a  special  message  to .thC;  British  fleet  sailing  against  the 
German  arinada,, cleared  for  actibji,. 

"I  have  confidence  that  the -British  fleet  will  revive  the  old  glories  of.  the  navy. 
1  am  sure  that  the  navy  will  again  shield  Britain  in  this  hour  of  trial.  It  will  provb  the 
bulwark  of  the  Empire." 

This  was  the  first  message  sent  to  the  fleet  since  it  cleared  from  Plymouth  Har- 
bor and  sailed  to  the  secret  rendezvous  in  the  North  Sea.  Ever  since  then  the  wireless 
had  been  silent.  No  word  was  permitted  to  go  forth,  until  tonight  the  signal  for' the 
most  tremendous  naval  battle  ever  fought  flashed  Out  through  the  darkness  from, the 
great  naviil  .wireless  station. 

Immediately  after  the  order  to  capture  or  destroy  the  enemy  had  been  flashed  to 
the  Admiral  commanding,  it  was  followed  by  the  King's  own  words.

LONDON,  Aug.  4.— Mr.  Asqntth 
speaklner  in  Parliament  today  said:  \Vo 
have  received  from  the  Belgian  lejra- 
tlon  here  the  'ollowing  telegram  from 
the  Belgian  Minister  of  i-'orelgn  Af- 
fairs:

"We  also  received  this  note  this 
morning  from  the  Gerniln  Ambassador 
here:  "'Please  di8i>el  any  distrust  that 
may  subsist  on  the  part  of  the  British 
Government  with  regard  to  our  Inten- 
tlon.s  by  lepeatlng  most  positively  the 
fiirr.ial  rt.ssurance  that  even  In  oase  or 
armed  eonflkt '  with  Belgium,  Germany 
will,  under  no  pretensionH  whatever, 
annex  Belgian   territoiy. 

"  'The  sincerity  of  this  declaration  In 
borne  out  by  the  fact  that  we  have 
solemnly  pledged  our  word  to  Hollaixl 
strictly  t<.  respect  her  neutrality.  It 
Is  obvious  that  we  (.•o\ild  not  profitably 
annex  Belgian  territory  without  making 
'territorial  acquisition  at  the  expense  of 
Holland. 

"Please  Impress  on  Sir  Edward  Orey 
that  the  German  army  could  not  re- 
main oxpo."ed  to  n  French  attack  across 
Belnlunr  which  was  planned  according 
to  absolutely  unimpeaehablo  informM- 
tlon.

All  this  means  that  ilie 
vast  ccmpllcated  machinery  of  nows 
transmUslon  In  Kurope  la  utterly  crip- 
pled for  the  time  being,  and  It  will  bo 
week.i,  even  months,  before  the  world 
obtains  reliable  and  accurate  Informa- 
tion regarding  the  tragtrdl««  now  being 
enacted  In  the  theatre  of  Kurope.

Thomas, 
however,  has"  yet  to  be  reported,  and, 
althouirh  she  was  supposed  to  coal  there 
and  return  to  Port  Au  Prince,  the  Gov- 
ernment hau  no  further  notification  as 
to  her  whereabouts  at  present.  The 
first  indication  that  the  Dresden  might 
be  in  these  waters  came  in  with  the 
Kronch  liner  Hooliambwiu,  which  came 
up  the  buy  after  sundown  and  reached 
h(>r  pier  Hbout  7:30.  Captiiln  Dumonl, 
of  the  Roohambcau,  displayed  copies  of 
two  wlrulcss  mcssaKwK  Intfi-cfptcd  by 
Ills  operators  on  Sunday.

For  the  Kron  Prlnz  AVllhelin  to  sail 
from  this  port  with  a  cargo  of  eoal,  j 
which  Is  a  oontrabjtnd  ef  war,  trans- 
ship It  to  the  Dresden  on  the  high  seas 
and  return  to  port,  probably  would  raise 
the  (juestlon  of  a  violation  of  neutral- 
ity.

BERLIN,  Aug.  4. —  How  be  lii;td  fought 
against  war  until  Giirmany's  honor  dt> 
manded  that  she  strike  against  Russia, 
was  related  to  the  Reichstag  today  by 
Kaiser  Wllhelm.  He  opened  the  session 
of  the  German  Parliament  at  I  o'cloi'k. 
.\n  extraordinary  departure  was  the 
fact  that  the  members  met  In  the  while 
room  of  the  palace  Instead  of  the  Relcb- 
stag  building. 

tThe  Kaiser  made  a  speech  standing  In 
front  of  the  throne.  Before  the  Kaiser 
delivered  his  address  the  correspond- 
ence between'  Germany  and  Rns.sla  was 
read    to   members   of   the    Reichstag. 

"The  present  situation  arose  not  from 
ten-.poiary  conflicts  of  interest  or  dip- 
lomatic combinations,  but  as  the  re- 
sult of  ill-will  existing  for  .years  againwt 
the  strength  and  prosperity  of  the  Ger- 
man  Kmplre,"    said    the   Kaiser. 

"We  are  not  pushed  on  by  the  de- 
sire of  conciuest.  We  are  moved  by  the 
unbending  ilesire  to  keep  for  ourselves 
and  those  coming  after  us,  the  plare 
in    which    God    hati    put    us. 

"My  Government,  above  all  my  chan- 
cellor, tried  until  the  last  minute  to 
prevent  the  worst  happening.  l'"oiced 
Into  self-defence,  with  clear  conscience 
and  clean  hands,   we  grasp  the  sword. 

"To  the  peoples  and  races  oC  the 
German  Kmplre  my  apj)eal  goes  forth 
t<i  stand  together  frnternally  with  our 
allies  in  defence  of  that  wbli-h  wv  havo 
created    in   peaceful    work. 

"Following  the  example  of  our  forci- 
fathcr's,  firm  nnd  faithful,  earnest  und 
chivalrous,  Inimblp  before  our  God  and 
ready  to  fight  when  in  face  of  the 
enemy,  let  us  confide  ourselves  to  the 
Kverlastlng         .Mmlghty.  who         will 

strengthen   our  defence   and   continue   It 
to  a   good   end." 

At  tho  conclusion  of  his  speech  from 
the  throne,  the  Kmperor  addressed  tho 
deputies  directly,  saying; 

"You  have  read  what  I  have  said,  to 
my  people  the  other  day  from  the  bal- 
cony of  my  castle.  I  repeat  It  now, 
that  1  no  longer  know  any  parties.  I 
only  know  German«.  and  in  order  to 
le.stlfy  that  you  are  firmly  resolved 
without  distinction  of  party  to  stand  by 
my  side  through  danger  and  death,  I 
call  upon  the  lejjders  of  the  different 
paries  in  this  Ilou.se  to  cOmc  forward 
and  lay  their  hands  In  mine  as  a 
pledge." 

Dr.  von  Hethmann-Ifolweg,  the  Im- 
perial Chancellor,   In   a.  speech   said: 

"We  know  France  was  ready  for  an 
Invasion.  l-Yunee  wa.«:  able  to  wait,  we 
were  not.  A  French  aggre.sslpn  Into  our 
flank  on  the  lower  Itlilne  would  have 
been  disastrous,  anil  we,  therefore,  wore 
compelled  to  overrule  the  logltlmato 
prf)tesls  of  the  Liuxembiirg  and  Bel- 
gian GoverninentK.  We  shall  repair  tho 
wrong  we  ore  doing  a.?  soon  ay  our 
military  achrevemeiite  have  been 
reached.''

Germany.' 


"Great  Brltiiln  declared  war  on  Ger- 
many HI   7    |).   m.   today." 

When  this  >  not  unexpected  bulletin 
was  rei-plved  by  The  Colonist  late  yen- 
terday  afternoon,  the  reception  which 
It  recelvt'd  at  the  handH  of  a  large 
orowd,  aHoembled  to  obtain  the  lateHt 
intelligence  of  the  £/uropean  embroffolio, 
left  no  doubt  bb  to  the  sentiment  of 
VU-tortana.  There  wan  a  «pontaneouM 
outbiirHt  of  cheerlni?.  The  demonstra- 
Uon  wbm  repeated  by  a  throng  Which 
•■ompletely  blockeil  Kroad  Stree*  In 
front,  and  for  some  distance  on  either 
side,  of  the  premises  when  a  special 
edition  of  The  Colonist,  giving  details 
of  the  formal  announcement  of  the 
opening'  <rf  hootllltles  between  the 
world's  two  greatest  naval  powers,  was 
placed  lu  circulation.  Copies  of  the 
"Exlrajs"  were  eagerly  sought.  the 
corps  of  newa  boys  finding  it  difficult 
to  hand  thkm  out  fast  enou;<h.  Having 
grasped  the  i^nport  of  llie  terse  but 
momentoii«  dispatches,  the  patriotism 
of  the  asai.'mbluge  found  nn  appropriate 
outlet  In  the  singing  of  "Ood  Save  the 
King,''  three  rousing  cheers  for  the 
navy,  and  In  enthusiastically- Joining  In 
the    choru.1   of    "Rule    Brittania." 

Oreiat  Britain's  decision  was  what 
all  had  been  waiting  lo  hear.  Through- 
out the  day  the  suspen«;e  of  cltlisens  was 
strikingly  evident.  In  offices.  In  the 
nhihs,  on  the  streets  and  at  all  places 
where  men  and  women  gather,  the  prob- 
able character  of  Germany's  answer  to 
F.ngland'fl  ultimatum  was  debated. 
Therefore,  the  news  thai  action  had 
been  taken  was  looked  for.  Neverthe- 
less, It  inspired  one  of  the  most"  gen- 
eral outbttrsts  of  loyalty  In  the  his- 
tory of  the  city.  The  demonstration  wa.s 
suatalnad — for  i  hour^.  -T-ha  fovmal  dac- 
larfLtlon  of  war  was  followed  by  several 
other  biriletlns  which  stirred  the  crowd 
to  A  high'  pitch.  ,The  flrat  was  King 
George's  mesBage  tb  the  British  fleet 
In  the  'North  Sea.  which  wa.«i  expvicted 
to  be  engaged  with  the  enemy  wUltln 
a  few  hoiirs.  It  was  to  the  effect  that 
His  Ma.lesty  had  confidence  In  the  abil- 
ity of  the  nii\y  to  defend  the  T:!ni)!ra 
and,  w  lien  it  was  flashed  U-forp  the 
eyes  of  the  waiting  throng,  tlic  rfsuli 
was  full-throated  cheers  and  a  repeti- 
tion of  the  Xationnl  .\nthi.'m.  Iminedi- 
utely  ftfler  came  the  word  thiit  the 
Admiralty  had  notified  the  fleet  l)y 
wireless  that  tile  Kmplre  was  at  war 
and  instructed  it  to  "capture  or  des- 
troy" the  enemy.  There  was  another 
cheer  and  exclamations  of  '"fiviod  olii 
boyts  In  blue,"  iind  "hiirnih  I'm  the 
navy." 

There  were  not  a  few  diversions.  One 
of  the  most  notable  was  the  appearance 
of  the  ■'■,0th  Keglinent  of  llighUnders. 
Led  by  thp  (■•Ipers  hand,  the  corp.s, 
smart  and  bu-'sinossllUe  in  uniforms  of 
khaki  and  tartan,  marched  along  Broad 
Street.

Notiflcation  was  received  by  cable  by 
the  city  yesterday  to  the  effect  that 
f-yearly — interest  pa'^'nvgniB  Oh 
city  bonds,  amounting  to  over  J100,*00, 
was  made  by  the  Bank  of  British  North 
America,  in  r>ondon  some  time  ago, 
prior  to  Ihe  announcement  tliere  of  the 
Post|)on.enient  of  settlement  .lay  on  the 
I..ondon  Stock  E.vchange.  and  that  ae- 
cordlnsly  the  bank  will  look  to  the 
city  lor  the  money.  The  arrangement 
has  hitherto  been  that  the  l^ondon  hetul 
otHce  would  send  out  the  cheques  lo 
Individual  holders  of  th.e  city's  deben- 
tures and  notify  the  local  branch  of 
the  amount  plus  exchange,  the  laiier 
item  to  be  ngured  at  the  rale  prevailing 
un  the  date  the  city  paid  over  the  lump 
sum  In  return  for  th-a  amount  advanced 
I'y  tile  London  .illlce  for  the  interest 
payments. 

The  clly  cabled  Ivondon  a  day  or  two 
ago  to  ascertain  if  the  inicresi  pay- 
ments hiid  been  made,  it  beins  the  hope 
that  advantag£.  of  the  extension  of  time 
on  payments  had  been  talten.  Today's 
reply  shows  that  the  payment  has  been 
made.  The  bank,  if  it  sticks  to  the 
arrangement  In  roroe.  will  ask  the 'city 
to  pay  the  prevailing  high  rate  of  cx- 
cliang.e  for  transfer  of  the  money  lo 
London,  and  this  will  necessitate  a 
charse  upon  the  city  of  something  Uk-j 
«20,0i)0,  a  figure  which  the  city  con- 
siders exorbitant.  With  the  declaration 
of  war  between  Great  Britain  and  Ger- 
many, no  limit  lo  the  rate  of  exchange 
can  be  predicted.  The  city  may  have 
to  pay  much  more  than  even  ihs  al- 
ready  extremely   high   rate  suggested. 

Wilh  a  view  to  discussing  matters 
with  tha  bank.  Acting  Mayor  Porter  and 
City  Comptroller  Ra.ymur  will  confer 
with  .Vlr.  Doig,  local  manager  of  the 
bank,    this    morning. 

Following  the  decision  of  the  Cabinet 
at  Ottawa  authorizing  banks  to  make 
payments  in  bank  notes  Instead  of  gold 
or  Dominion  notes  until  further  notice, 
local  banks  were  instructed  jesterday 
morning  of  th<-  action  of  the  Govotn- 
ment,  and  will  undoubtedly  take  Btei.s 
to  take  advantage  of  the  neAV  order. 
The  efforts  of  the  (Canadian  banks  will 
be  to  protect  the  gold  supply  in  the 
country  against  the  enormous  demand 
which  has  arisen  from  Europe  follow- 
ing  the  commencement  of  hostilities. 
Additions  to  the  supply  have  been  made 
within  the  past  two  or  three  days,  the 
ilispatches  telling  of  gold  shipments 
from  New  York  lo  Canada,  Canadian 
banks  apparently  calling  in  loans  made 
at   that   centre. 

The  Government's  action  in  permit- 
ting chartered  banks  to  Issue  excess 
circulation  to  the  amount  of  not  more 
tlian  15  per  cent  of  their  unimpaired 
balances  and  reserves,  will  largely  ex- 
lend  the  facilities  of  the  banks  should 
the  demands  for  currency  require  It. 
iwocal  bankers  ilo  not  oxjiect  that  there 
will  be  any  restrlrlion  In  the  medium 
^f  exohnnge  by  reason  of  these  pre- 
cautionary   measure.?. 

The  possibility  of  any  run  on  local 
banks  is  not  considered  seriously,  as, 
it  is  pointed  out,  had  there  been  any 
disposition  On  th.3  part  of  depositor.", 
to  become  alarmed,  signs  of  it  would 
have  been   shown   ere  this. 

Some  idea  of  the  Increased  value  of 
exchange  since  the  outbreak  of  hostili- 
ties Is  shown  by  the  fact  that  a  local 
merchant  on  Monday  was  forced  to  pay 
at  a  rate  of  $7.50  per  pound  sterling, 
and  on  a.  f500  draft  on  London  the  ex- 
change   cost    J1.325.

In  Victoria  we  can  scarcely  under- 
stand liow  children  can  grow  up  an\- 
whcre  without  seeing  flowers.  \\'Uh 
gardens  and  climbing  plants  on  every 
slrct'i.  our  little  ones  .seldom  are  de- 
prived of  the  beauty  and  the  scent  of 
flowers  at  any  seaaori  of  the  year.  And 
yet,  even  here,  the  children  esteem  It 
a  great  privilege  to  be  alloiM^d  to  go 
into  a  garden  and  gathi-r  hlo.ssmn.s  for 
themselves 

It  must  have  been  witli  a  great  reali- 
zation of  the  loss  children  suffered 
who  had  no  Bowers  to  tend  that  Mrs. 
H«nry  I'arsons  at  the  beginning  of  this 
<^entuiy  tried  lo  rind  places  for  gardens 
In  the  slums  of  New  Vork.  Most  of 
the  children  in  the  tenement  district, 
where  the  fXi)eriment  was  begun,  had 
never  even  .">een  a  cultivated  field.  Yet 
Interest  was  aroused.  Vacant  lots  were 
found  and  cultivated,  plants  were  grown 
in  the  moat  unlikely  places.  At  last 
the  board  ^of  Aldermen  was  enlisted, 
and  a  part  of  Thomas  .I'ffferson  Park 
was  set  aside  for  the  children.  Here, 
In  what  has  t)een  called  "The  garden 
of  a  thousand  gardens,"  from  2,000  to 
2,500  boys  and  girls  arc  busily  and 
prolltaljly  employed  during  all  the  Sum- 
mer seasotv  No  one  should  need  to  be 
told  that  many  times  that  number  of 
people  01'  all  ages  have  been  Intoreste'd 
and  pleased  by  the  slghj  of  the  ilttlc 
gardeners  and  the  plants  they  tultl- 
vate.  l-'ommentlng  on  Mrs.  Parsons' 
work.  The  Christian  Science  Monitor 
says; 

"The  whoh-  story  uf  the  inci.-ptloii, 
growth  and  present  prosperity  of  the 
»rarm  garden  movement  is  calculated 
lo  encourage  those  in  other  large  cities 
who  have  enteied  upon  Iho  task  of  In- 
tercHtlug  children  In  garden  and  farm 
work.  There  are  many  Uifflcultics  to 
be  overcome.  It  Is  true,  and  th^re  arc 
times,  perhaps,  when  the  Usk  seems 
hopeless,  but  the  achievement  w.ored 
by  Mrs.  Parsons  proves  that  success 
Is  not  Impossible  and  that  striving  for 
It  is  w«n  worthy  of  slnge-mlnded  de- 
votion and  Individual  and  collective 
sacrifice.  It  Is  a  great  thln4  to  get 
the  children  of  the  oongested  districts 
of  large  cities  oui  of  the  streets  and 
into  the  open,  even  If  the  crops  t.'hfty 
raise  do  not  actually  pay  in  a  commer- 
cial   sense." 

If  It  Is  good  for  chtldrsn  In  big 
citlsa  to  oultlvmte  gardsiis  under  all 
sorts  of  dlfllculttes,  wby  should  not

Dryanl  .'icrved  on  the  famous 
iti.yal  (-'ominisfiloii  on  Secondary  Kdui-a- 
lion  in  I8!il,  and  li«  a  member  of  tlic 
consultative  committee  of  the  Board  of 
l!^ducation,  as  well  as  a  meml)cr  of  th« 
l..ondon  committtte.  Britlsl\  headmis- 
tresses elected  Mrs.  Bryani  head  of 
their  as.soclaiion  In  1910.

The  prompt  action  of  the  Dauglilersi 
rpf  Kmpire  In  the  crisis  that  ha.H  arisen 
i.s  greatly  lo  be  commended.  As  Mrs. 
FItzglbbon  suggested,  many  familltes 
are  likely  to  be  put  to  inconvenience  If 
men  lire  called  away  to  do  military  ser- 
vice. Employment  'las  not  been  too 
plcntifui  and  tho  man  who  leaves  a  tem- 
liorary  situation  can  .scarcely  hope  that 
it  will  be  held  for  him.  l:';mployers  will, 
no  doubt,  in  many  Instances  take  upon 
themselves,  as  they  are  able,  the  burden 
of  fltling  the  pla.c«.»  of  men  who  ha\« 
been  called  away.  But  there  will.  In 
caj;c  of  war,  be  rooin  for  all  the  .sym- 
path>-  and  all  the  kind  offices  that  wo- 
men can  give  eacli  other.  While  we 
should  all  remember  that  .such  aid 
comes  best  from  relatives  and  friends 
and  neighbors,  there  are  some  things 
which  can  be  done  by  a  strong  organiza- 
tion with  funds  at  its  disposal.  There 
will.  It  is  to  be  feared,  be  great  need 
of  such  help  and  now  la  the  time  to 
prepare   for  It. 

Tho  suggestion  of  the  Florence 
Nightingale  Chapter  iliat  ambulance 
Slid  firsl-ald  elasses  should  be  organized 
is  valuable.  AVhuther  In  pea,ce  or  war 
all  young  women  arc  better  for  know- 
ing how  to  act  in  time  of  stcknoss  or 
accident.  It  is  to  be  fearud  that  there 
win  l)c  a  great  demand  for  army 
nurses,  but  even  qualified  women  must 
count  tho  cost  before  they  volunteer 
for  such  service.  The  Datigliters  of 
lOmpire  have  set  an  example  which  each 
of  us  io  our  own  way  should  bd  ready 
lo    follow. 

Has  not  the  time  come  for  a  Can- 
adian branch  of  the  Ued  Cross?  No 
more  merciful  or  cITecllve  work  la  done 
anywhere  than  has  been  performsd  by 
the    Ameralcan    lied    Cross    nurses.

The  report  of  the  Victorian  Order  of 
Nurses  has  Just  come  to  hand.  Tho 
annual  meeting  was  held  In  March  at 
Oovernment  House,  Ottawa,  and  was 
presided  over  by  the  Ouke  of  Connaught. 

The  honorary  secretaries,  Messrs. 
Thomas  Gibson  and  Charles  Morse,  «]• 
luded  in  terms  of  affection  and  rsi^ret 
to  the  death  of  Lord  8trathcona  and 
Senator  Cox,  both  of  whom  wore  gener- 
ous supporters  of  the  order. 

The  appolntmsnt  of  Miss  Hall,  of 
Vancouver,  to  the  office  of  asaistsnt 
inspector  at  a  salary  of  |»0b  a  year  was 
announced.  Ths  object  of  tbc  appoint- 
mont  was  to  relieve  Miss  Mary  Ar4  .Mc> 
Ksnsle.  so  as  to  allow  ber  tnore  time 
for  the  work  of  aMIve  organisation. 
When  the  vaat  distances  to  Im  traveled 
are  taken  Into  considsration,  it  may 
well  b«  b«ii«r*d  that  the  woman  who 
visits  aiMI  laspsota  U>«  wid«|y  scparstMl 
bgg  tt9  uai«  .Ur  fttMr  wdfrk. 


if  th/jse  women  fell  as.sured  that  in  time 
of  sickness  they  could  have  the  help  of 
a  qualified  nurse  and  the  comfort  of  her 
advice  and  society,  li  is  not  easy  to 
peraUude  men  who  have  but  Utile  money 
to  spare  timt  they  should  make  Kuch 
provision  as  wouUl  maintain  a  nurse 
wiiile  their  wives  and  runillies  are  in 
good  health  that  they  might  have  the 
benefit  of  their  services  when  they  are 
sick,  it  Is  to  assist  those  whose  means 
are  limited  tliat  the  Victorian  Order  was 
instituted  by  generous  and  wcaitliy 
(.'anatlians,  and  that  a  large  fund  was 
enliccted  by  the  buc'ieea  of  Connauglit. 
Still,  the  problem  of  bringing  the 
traineil  nurse  to  the  country  woman  who 
net'ds  her  is  far  from  being  mot.  Tlio 
Victorian  Order  will  confer  a  great 
benefit  on  the  Canadian  people  IC  it 
will  send  nurses  into  the  sparsely  set- 
tled districts.  The  health  of  these 
pioneer  men  and  women  and  their  .-hil- 
drcn  Is  Of  the  utmost  value  to  the  future 
of  the  country. 

Scarcely  less  Important  is  the  oUmr 
project  of  the  Victorian  Order.  It  is  to 
establish  a  training  school  where  its 
nurses  will  not  only  be  taught  to  .•.•are 
for  the  sick,  but  In.structed  In  various 
forms  of  social  service.  11  is  conaidereil 
that  the  nursi's  ought  to  undcrstulid  the 
work  of  the  associated  charities,  milk 
.■siations,  child  welfare  organizations, 
tuberculosis  and  school  nursing,  as  well 
as  be  more  fully  eijulppeil  in  giving  first 
aid  and  applying  remedies  than  Is  neces- 
sary where  a  trained  nurse  works  under 
the  direction  of  a  surgeon  or  physician, 
who   may  Tie  sunimone<l   at  any   moment. 

-Ml  this  means  not  only  a  well-en- 
dowed training  school,  but  leisure  and 
opi>oriunlty  for  study.  The  avecage 
"oman  has  not  the  means  to  support 
herself  while  she  l.s  taking  such  n 
course.  This  makes  the  establishment 
of  an  institution  Ihorou^Iy  equipped 
the  more  necessary,  Th.at  the  Vtclorlan 
Order,  through  the  generosity  of  some 
of  the  foremost  men  and  women  In  f.'an- 
ada  will  l>e  able  to  do  this,  is  greatly 
lo    '.'<•  desired. 

Mi.>(«  McKcnzle  tells  us  vvhal  Ihe  so- 
<lety  has  done,  and  (he  record  is  an  ex- 
cellent one.  Between  Halifax  and  Vic- 
loria,  270  Victorian  nurses  were  busy 
last  year,  mostly  among  the  poor  of 
large  cities.  They  have  cared  for  3S,- 
'.'.2'J  ptitienl.s,  and  paid  n^  un  aveiagc 
seven    visit*    to    each 

Any  woman  who  thinks  can  see  what 
a  Kieat  amovmt  of  suffering  has  been 
relieved  in  this  way.  When  It  is  re- 
membered  that  these  patients  would 
otherwise  have  had  no  nursing,  or  at 
best  been  dependent  on  ovcrw.-irked 
neighbors  or  relatives,  the  good  that 
has   been   done    will   be   realized. 

or  the  new  work  that  hn.n  been  lipne 
the  following  record  has  been  given: 

"Fourteen  new  branches  have  been 
opened  viz.:  Dietrlots  at  North  Bay, 
Hrockville,  He«peler,  New  AVestminstcr, 
Steveston,  Arnprior,  If«» wkesbury.  West- 
mount,  Cornwall  and  Whitby,  a  Country 
DIetrlct  at  lloblln,  Man.,  a  Lndy  Mlnto 
Hospital  at  Ashcroft,  B.  C,  the  Ttoynl 
<'arlboo  Hospital  at  Beirkerville,  B.  C, 
in  affiliation,  and  a  Lady  Mlnto  Hos- 
pital will  be  opened  at  Chaplenu,  Ont.. 
this  month.  Besides  these,  a  grant  has 
been  promised  towards  a  hospital  at 
Oanges.

The  nurses  are  quite  independent 
of  fee*,  as  they  arc  paid  a  regular 
salary.

.••oaies  in  a  striking  nianner  llie  fact 
lliat,  when  it  comes  to  a  nvatter  of  ahecr 
size,  our  biggest  dreadnoughts  become 
mere,  duodectmQ  nroduction s_i^f _ inar ' f)t\ 
architecture  In  comparison  wiUi  the 
transatlantic  monsi'er  liners.  The  Tiger 
ranks  with  the  Queen  Kllzabeth  class  as 
the  largest  ship  building  for  our  navy — 
a  distinction  sl>e  is  likely  to  hold  for 
many  ycarR  lo  come,  since  our  latest 
DBltleships  display  a  retrogression  iru 
the  matter  of  dLnplaccment.  Those  who 
have  seen  the  Lions  in  sorvlc'e  8a>'  that 
they  dwarf  all  other  warships  by  their 
enormous  bulk.  The  Tiger  is  2,160  tons 
ijiggcr  than  the  Lion,  yet,  when  vlstially 
compared  with  the  huge  Cunarder,  she 
shrinks   Into  comparatlvu  Insignificance. 

A  battleship  the  size  of  the  .\tiuitan|a 
sounds  at  first  impossible,  hut  It  Is 
purely  a  matter  of  pcr.spective.

coast  Captain  Sandiford  was  on  the 
look  out  for  the  mysterious  German 
warship  which  he  Intended  to  ram  at 
the    first    opportunity.

When  the  Candidate  .sailed  from  the 
Golden  Gate  the  flrst  war  risk  quota- 
tion was  announced  for.  her  cargo.  M. 
C.  Harrison  &  Co.,  quoted  a  tigure  of 
'■i',i  pel  cent  and  the  firm  stated  that 
the  rate  would  be  advanced  to  Z\it  per 
cent  by  noon  on  Monday.  The  Candi- 
date is  the  (Irst  of  the  Harrison  fleet 
definitely  Lmder  orders  to  return  lo 
the  United  Kingdom  'by  way  of  the 
Panama  Canal.  While  the  veesel  was 
berthed  at  San  Francisco  she-was  re- 
measured  to  comply  with  the  caftai 
regulations.

Dirty  Kef  eUaa  Paaaara 

The  Candidate  experlciiced  good 
Weather  on  her  voyage  out  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  rough  passage  through  the 
Straits  of  Magellan.  "Although  1  have 
been  to  sea  for  the  past  twenty-three 
years  1  cannot  say  that  I  have  ever 
experienced  such  peculiar  condition.*  as 
marked  our  trip  through  JIagellan." 
said  Captain  Sandiford  in  referring  to 
the  vo.vage  to  this  coast.  "It  was  blow- 
ing a  whole  gale  as  we  pas^d  Felix 
Point,  and  J  was  considering  the  ad- 
viwabinty  of  seeking  an  anchorage  In 
Field  Bay  after  being  hove  to  for 
twenty  hours.  "We  spoke  the  steamer 
Magellan  and  a  Oerrtian  steamer,  both 
vessels  stating  tTiat  they  were  seeking 
shelter  as  It  was  impossible  to  make 
headway,  .\fter  picking  up  these  mes- 
sages I  thought  It  best  to  .seek  shelter 
and  arrived  at  Field  only  lo  find  that 
the  two  vessels  1  had  previously  spoken 
were  occupying  the  sum  total  of  the 
anchorage  space  In  the  small  bay.  I  at 
once  decided  to  take  a  chance  and  put 
to  sea.  ahd  was  most  agreeably  surprised 
when  off  Cape  Pillar  to  (Ind  that  the 
gale  had  abated  while  the  expanse  of 
the  Pacific  loomed  ahead  ae  calm  as  a 
mlllpo/ld." 

For  Vlctor-o  the  Candidate  brought 
600  tons  of  TToropean  cargo.  Captain 
Sandiford  Is  making  his  first  voj-age  to 
this  coast.  He  was  formerly  master  of 
the  Harrison  liners  Sculptor  and  War- 
rior.

If  wa  compare  the  ea;>ort<i  In 
l»lt  with  thoae  for  1900,  we  find  that 
tha  ani»t..it  of  cheese  shipped  abroad  de- 
clined IS  per  oeni,  beef  producU  93  per 
cent,  pork  products  30  per  cent,  corn  80 
per  cent,  wheat  67  per  cent.  We  have 
needed  the  food  at  home  to  supply  our 
Increasing  millions^  and,  hence,  had  less 
to  sell  in  the  markets  of  the  world.  Can 
we  continue  to  feed  our  people  by  re- 
ducing the  exports  In  foodstuffs?  Ob- 
viously not,  and  In  many  ^nstancus  they 
have -been  -  reduce<l  near  tlie  vanlshini; 
point.  We  have  begun  to  Import  weal 
and  corn.  Free  Government  land  suit- 
able for  agricultural  purposes  Is  no  long- 
er available;  hence  we  cannot  look  tor 
relief  by  bringing  under  the  plow  large 
tracts  of  virgin  soil. 

Is  there  likely,  then,  to  be  a  scarcity 
of  food  in  this  country  In  the  near 
future?  No,  there  will  be  plenty  of 
food,  but  changes  In  dietaries  will  have 
to  be  made.  In  1910,  for  every  man, 
woman  and  child  In  the  United  States 
there  were  produced  seven  bushels  of 
wheat,  thirty-two  of  coin,  four  of  pota- 
toes and  forty  pounds  of  sugar.  Tliere 
were  slx-tentht>  cattle  for  each  person, 
six-tenths  sheep  and  seven-tenths  swine. 
Add  fruits,  vegetables,  poultry  and  dairy 
products,  outs  and  other  small  grains, 
and  w«  sec  that  there  t«  plenty  of  food 
to  go  around  and  to  spare. — Professor 
J.  F.  Lyman,  In  Popular  Science 
Monthly,
